It has been noted in Winchell’s Guide 
to Reference Books that the second edi- 
tion of this handbook, published in 1948, 
has fewer entries but longer articles than 
Burke and Howe, American Authors and 
Books (N.Y.: Gramercy, 1943); that bio- 
graphical sketches are longer and give 
more facts; that synopses are longer; and 
that more space is given to the social and 
cultural background of American litera- 
ture and to biographies and discussions of 
men and movements, social, 
scientific, military, political, and religious, 
in their effects upon literature. However, 
Burke and Howe gives complete dates of 
birth and death whereas Oxford Com- 
panion gives year only. This comparison 
continues to hold true in the third edition 
of The Oxford Companion. 

The biographical sketches are usually 
longer in The Oxford Companion than in 
Benét’s Reader’s Encyclopedia (N.Y.: 
Crowell, 1955) and there are additional 
biographical sketches for American 
writers or historical figures not found in 
Benét. For example, 22 entries in Oxford 
Companion for the letters M-Mad are not 
in Benét, most of them_ biographical 
sketches of writers, some living, e.g., 
Carey McWilliams; some deceased, e.g., 
James McHenry. For these letters, 29 
entries will be found in both titles. 

Certain omissions of Canadian authors 
noted in the Subscription Books Bulletin 
review of the first edition have not been 
added to the third edition (Pickthall, 
Johnson, Le May, Garneau, and Howe). 
Also retained is the practice of entering 
two or more members of a family which 
has attained literary importance under 
the name of the individual who attained 
greatest importance, with subordinate en- 
tries for the other members of the family, 
e.g., Beecher, Lyman, with subordinate 
entries for Catherine Esther Beecher and 
Henry Ward Beecher. This was criticized 
in the review of the first edition as being 
confusing to the reader who may look for

In other parts of the volume, articles for 
Norman Mailer and New Criticism were 
found by random sampling. Other new 
non-biographical entries include the mag- 
azines American Quarterly and Arena and 
the Bollingen Prize in Poetry. 

It is apparent that additions to articles 
are found chiefly in biographical sketches 
of living authors when it is noted that the 
definitive editions of the collected poems 
and collected essays of John Peale Bishop, 
published posthumously, are omitted, 
while his earlier published volumes, now 
out of print, are retained. 

In order to fit the additional biograph- 
ical sketches and other new entries into 





the allotted space, 46 entries from the sec- 
ond edition have been dropped from the 
third edition in the letters A-G, W-Z. Of 
these, 6 are biographical sketches, 29 are 
titles of literary works, and the rest mis- 
Captain Jenks of the Horse 
Marines (p.115), for instance, is replaced 
by Truman Capote (p.115).
